$1.04 for $1 

As Californians labor over their 1974 federal tax re¬ 
turns due now, heart-warming news has come that for 
every dollar in federal grantsin-aid pumped into the 
Golden State last year its taxpayers sent $1.04 to Wash¬ 
ington, D.C. 

Of $44.6 billion in fiscal 1974 federal grants to state 
and local governments nationally, California received $4.6 
billion while its residents paid $4.8 billion in various 
federal taxes, Tax Foundation, Inc. reports. California 
was thus among 23 states which helped foot the bill for 
27 states which got back for in U.S. aid more than they 
paid in, according to the tax research ■ organization. 

In the vaunted revenue sharing program — which is 
included in the total of $4.6 billion received -- Californ¬ 
ians did a bit better. Here they paid out 98 cents for each 
U.S. dollar turned back, $641.1 million paid in and 
$657.1 million paid back.

Mommy and daddy can’t get along. They split. Daddy 
gives mommy the big car and keeps the little one for him¬ 
self so that mommy can transport the kids easier. The 
little drama lias all the elements of a civilized slice Of 
life. 

The shame of it all is that daddy didn’t own the car 
he told mommy she could take and drive across country. 
Daddy is a state legislator. The state owns the car that 
daddy gave mommy. The state also owns daddy’s gasoline 
credit card that he didn’t give mommy. It’s a ripoff. 

It may be the best riixiff in years. The idiocy of the 
IKHiple of California giving cars and gasoline credit cards 
to legsilators might finally shine through. Someone might 
(*ven look at the incrcxlible pension system the legislators 
have going, plus a dozen or more other things. If all that 
happens, if legislators have to get around to living like 
other people, legislators might treat money, tax money, 
a little differently.

As California Goes . . . 

It looks like California iruiy be dragging the nation’s 
automobile users into a new way of life whether those 
living in other states like it or not. 

F'irst, state air resource officials say that they are 
going to hang in on tougher anti ix)llution I'equirements 
for new autos in California dt'spite hnleral postiwnement 
of stricter U..S. I'mission standards for five years. So far 
not even the hint by General Motors that it might not be 
able to manufacture new vehicles for 1977 sale in the 
sUte apix'ars to have moved the state Air Resources 
Hoiinl in its det<'rmination. 

Now th(> Califoria lxjrn concept of convoying high¬ 
way traffic lo hold six'cds down to the gasoline conserving 
55-miloan hour limit may be applied nationally lo cut 
down on fast driving. Fcxleral transixjrtation officials have 
reetmtly cominendtxi the California Highway Patrol and 
are eviiluating its controversial escort systcmi which so 
far has only txam apphexi on segments of various South¬ 
ern California freeways. 

California of course is the state most of all where 
the automobile is a critically imiwrtant element in the 
economic and iiorsouai llvt's of its r(*sidents. Regardless 
of the extra costs of insuring ck»an air and the incon- 
venic'nco nccosary to lx- sun' that their vehicles have 
fuel, Californians are Ix'ing asked to take drastic steps 
to enhance what they deem a six'cial way of life. 

It remains to be scH'n whether the re's! of America 
is willing to go along. 

Money From Taxpayers! 

The rhetoric of the virtue of public funding of elec¬ 
tion campjiigns is abroad in the land again, specifically 
in Sacramento where sc'veral pn)ix)sals have Ix'cn intro 
dut'cd to tap the public till for candidates’ campaign 
expense's. 

The prevailing theory, though hardly expressed in 
this fashion, Ls that it is okay to plunder the public trough 
for c'amixiign money but it’s not nice to haw to go out 
and ask for supixtrt on a one-on-one basis. The rationale 
sc'ems to be that if you are on the take fi-om c'veryone 
>x>u can’t be lx>ught, but if you are resixtnsible to a sixx-i- 
fic identifiable c-ontituency you can bc' and that’s naughty. 

'Ihere are c-ampaign fiiumcing excessc's. There always 
will be so long a human bcungs are involvc'd for the 
simple mason that some ixxjple will make a deal no 
matter what the sourex? of campaign funds. 

Public financing dex'sn’t make for Ix'tter prople. It 
dexxin’t insure integrity. It dex'sn’t do anything e.xcept 
get h'gislators onc' more step rcmovcxl from the voters 
who try to send someone to office to represent their view's, 
not .someone else’s. 

'Fhe proponents of a measure for public campaign 
financing out of state gc'nenil fund say thc'y are moti- 
vatcxl to eliminate “some of the sinister suspic-ions w'hich 
the public has regtirding the influence of money in ixtli- 
ticTS.’’ One of the authors is quotcxl as saying public finan¬ 
cing would Ix' Ix'tter lx?cause as the public gc'ts a more 
detailcxl lcx)k at the “kind of influence money has on poli¬ 
tics” it is sort of embarrassing to sonu' of the fellows 
who are strongly backed by six*cial interests. 

It all has a noble ring. Almost any day’s news bas 
some item reflecting how quickly lawmakers forget their 
IK'rsonal intemsts to support the general welfare. It is 
strange, though, how all of the attempts to help the 
public are done at public exjx'nse. 

It is doubtful that the election process would be aided 
by the public picking up the campaign tab for i>eople who 
can’f bring th<.'mselves to fe<'l a sense of responsibility 
for thosp who elect them. Or mayb it is just too em¬ 
barrassing to ask for money when you might be able to 
take it out of the till. 

Big Bonanza 

If anyone w’onders why ix'ople throw up their hands 
over government largess and computer programming of 
(dvic affaii's they need look no farther tnah Leonard, 
Michigan. 

'Fliat village of 387 souls w'asn’t aware that it even 
had any unemployment when suddenly It found itself on 
the receiving end of a $90,832 federal grant to help abate 
the problem. 

Now Leonard, which used to get by with one con¬ 
stable and a village clerk, has three new policemen, an 
aissistant village clerk and two new workers in a new 
public works department. 

All this because state and county computers held that 
bucolic Leonard while in fact a comfortable community 
with no apparent problems was a dwp pocket of un¬ 
employment.
